CONFEDERATE COLONY 
IN S0II1H AMERICA 


Chattanooga, 
Tenn., 
May 
IS.— 
When the local Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy Issued an invitation to the 
ex<tonfederates of Brazil to attend a 
reception here during the reunion, 
they sent a great many people to the 
history books for information. It was 
the first time that an invitation had 
been addressed (jo those exiles in 
South America to attend a social func 
tion at a Confederate reunion. 
At the close of the war quite a 
number of southerners 
refused 
to 
take the oath of allegiance and be­ 
gin life anew under conditions that 
they did not like. Brazil appealed to 
them, and they went from nearly ev­ 
ery southern state and planted a col­ 
ony in thai country. They have a 
neat, prosperous village, known as 
\ ilia Americana, situated something 
more than IOO miles west of the city 
of Sao Paulo. Some members of the 
colony grew tired of 
the 
Brazilian 
life and returned home, bul there 
are some 600 members of the colony 
now, or within a radius of a few 
miles.
